HARDING WINS 
CLASH WITH 
BITTER ENDERS 


Early Ratification Is 
Now Forecast. 


(By a Staf@ Correspondent.) 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—([Spe- 


| cial.J—President Harding won sweep 


ing victory in his fight with senate 
Republican “irreconcilables” today 
when the foreign relations committee 
reported the four power Pacific pact 
without any @rastic reservations. 
The committee also reported the na- 
val limitation treaty, the supplemen- 
tary treaty, excluding the Japanese 
homeland from the four power pact, 
and the treaty restricting the use of 
submarines and poison gas, all without 
modification. 

The struggle of the “ irreconcilables” 

to weight down the four power pact 

with a reservation which would pre- 
vent American participation in Pacific 
conferences without the consent of con- 
gress collapsed and the compromise 
reservation which President Harding 
said yesterday would not be “ unac- 
ceptable” was agreed to by a vote of 

10 to 3. 

Borah and Johnson Beaten. 

Senators Borah and Johnson went 
down in the “irreconcilables” ship 
voting against reporting the four 
power pact with the mild reservations. 
The only Democratic member of the 
committee to vote with them was Sena- 
tor Shields [Tenn.). 

Senators tah and Johnson, how- 
ever, voted for the Lodge-Brandegee 
compromise reservation when it was 
apparent that no more drastic modi- 
fication would be received. Senator 
Kellogg, Republican, and Senators 
Williams and Pomerene, Demoérats, 
voted against the reservation. . This 
reservation, which is merely interpre- 
tative and does not tie the hands of the 
executive in directing American par- 
ticipation under the terms of the pact, 
reads as follows: 

_ “The United States understands 
that under the statement in the 
preamble or under the terms of 
this treaty there is no commit- 
ment to use force, no alliance and 
no obligation to join in defense.” 

_ Means Early Ratification. 

The action of the committee today 
has served to clear the treaty atmos- 
phere measurably, and it is believed 
the senate will be able te complete 
discussion of all the pacts and ratify 
them within a comparatively short 
time. 

The naval treaty was reported unan- 
imously. So was the submarine and 
poison gas pact. Senator Borah was 
the only one to vote against the sup- 
plementary treaty exempting Japanese 
homeland territory from the terms of 
the Pacific treaty. 

The. treaties affecting China were 
not disposed of today, but probably will 
be early next week.’ The whole series

England and 
France Agree 


on New P

B.—Against encroachment on the 
Versailles treaty of any other treaties 
signed with the enemy powers. ; 

C.—On an allied ruling regarding 
reparations. 

' Genoa Conference on April 10. 

April 10 has been fixed as the new 
date fo rthe Genoa conference. 

“It was a most successful meeting 
and one of the most successful ever 
held. We have cleared up most of the 
misconstructions which have arisen,” 
said Mr. Lloyd George as he jumped 
into his motor car and drove off to 
catch a channel boat. | 

“ We are content and quite satisfied,”’ 


said M. Poincare as his auto dashed 


to the train for Paris, which had 
been held fifteen minutes for him. 
Agree on Anglo-French Pact. 

Russia and G y were both dis- 
cussed, and Mr. Lloyd George practi. 
cally promised France that Great Brit- 
ain would support it against any pos- 
sible combination which Berlin or 
Moscow might attempt at Genoa. 

“There will ‘be no difficuty’ about 
an Anglo-French pact. We understand 
each other perfectly on that,” said 
Mr. Lloyd George when asked if the 
subject of an alliance had been dis- 
cussed. 

The official communique issued 
states that both the premiers agreed 
an entente between France and Great 
Britain on all international questions 
would produce the most fruitful re- 
sults. 

The complete success of this after- 
noon’s meeting evidently was as much 
a surprise to the two premiers as it 
was to the crowd of reporters and oth- 
ers who waited downstairs. When they 


left M. Poincare was beaming with sat- 


isfaction at having obtained a delay 
in the Genoa conference and having 
secured recognition of France’s de- 
mands for guarantees. — 

Mr. Lloyd George, too, seemed well 
content, as he practically obtained M. 
Poincare’s promise to attend the Genoa 
assembly personally as well as a work- 
ing agreement on an Anglo-French 
pact. 

‘*‘Back on Bedrock.” 

FOLKESTONE, Engand, Feb. 25.— 
Prime Minister Lloyd George returned 
to Folkestone tonight and is staying 
over the week-end at Lympne. 

“A complete agreement has been 
reached, particularly with regard to 
the Anglo-French pact,” Mr. Lloyd 
George said. “The entente is now 
back on its bedrock foundation. The 
Angora agreement was not discussed, 
owing to the absence of the Italians.”

| What Should U. 8. Do? 

To understand the events which will 
happen during the coming year it is 
essential to have a grasp of the situa-

To decide whether we should keep 
aloof from Europe economically as 
well as politically, whether we should 
enter the European economic confer- 
ence, and to determine our general 
course of action requires more light 
than hitherto has been available.

Decorations Are Elaborate. 
Hundreds of craftsmen and decorat- 
ers have been busy for a fortnight in 
regaling Parliament square, the end 
of Victoria street, the broad sanctuary 


of Whitehall, and the exterior of the 
abbey itself for the great event. Their 


majesties seemed pleased with the now 


almost completed work. , 
The principal pillars of this neigh- 
porhood are triangular in shape, and 
they have been draped in blue banners 
bearing the 
“HH.” on paneled fronts. (Viscount 
Lascelles’ Christian name is Henry.) 
From masts surrounded by gilt coro- 
nets fly large banners of the British 
national colors and flags of the empire. 
Projecting arms bears on either side 
of the pillars flags of the heraldic 
jozengy of Princess Mary and the coat 
of arms of Viscount Lascelles. These 
masts, fifteen yards apart, alternate 
with simple pillars twenty feet high 
topped with capitals carrying gilt ball 
heads. The heads of these capitals 
are linked to the main masts by_ropes 
of white floral garlands seven inches 
in diameter, carrying large gilt lilies. 
To Pass Under Two Arches. 


On each intermediate mast is an oval 
medallion, bearing in relief the super- 
imposed heads of the princess and the 
bridegroom-to-be. Drapin gthe me- 
dallions are festoons of artificial roses 
and rose leaves, with sprays of button 
roses. 

The bridal party will drive under 
iwo arches ‘made of motto banners. 
One of these is near Trafalgar square 
at the top of the Mall and the other in 
Parliament square. They are thirty- 
five feet higher with thirty feet spans / 
and carry large gold fringed banners 
with the mottos: “‘ May Your Path Un- 
fold in Brightness "’ and “ Westminster 
Wishes All Happiness to the Bride and 
Bridegroom.” 

In the central garden enclosures of 
Parliament square two stands, capa- 
ble of accommodating hundreds of 
spectators, have been erected. Others 
have been erected in front of West- 
minster Abbey and also in front of the 
abbye’s west doors. Similar stands in 
front of Buckingham palace have been 
reserved for wounded soldiers. 

Like Our Baseball Stands. 

On the baicony above the west doors 
of the abbey several pilasters have 
heen cut away to assure the seat hold- 
ers in the stand a clearer view of the 
arrival and departure of the wedding 
party. The bridal party will step from 
cafriages and motor cars on to a great 
red carpet which extends from the 
aliar steps to the west door and thence 
Under a lone red and white stripped 
canopy with closed sides to the side- 
walk. Its straight line is broken only 
where it diverges to the right to avoid 
passing over the unknown warrior’s 
grave. 

Inside the Abbey rows of seats 
twelve deep have been erected on 
tither side from the central aisle to the 
Walls of the nav, extending almost 
the sacrarium. These have been 
ingeniously built around the pillars and 
the stalls. 

There are passages beneath, through 
Which the wedding guests will proceed 
their seats, as none but those com- 
Deting the three royal processions to 
te altar may pass through the cen- 
tral red carpeted aisle. 


Order of Ceremonial. 


The framework of the stands has 
been coated with gray paint, making 
them harmonize with the ancient stone 
Walls. 


The orde rof ceromonial, prepared by 
the state chamberlain and issued this 
afternoon, constitutes the official guide 
fo the movements of all those par- 
Mtipating in the wedding service. It 
ecifies who shall occupy the dozen 
Mate carriages and the precedence of 
these composing the three royal pro- 
cessions.

Teo Professors Will 


Run Down the Scare. 
Halifax, N. S., Feb. 25.—The famous 
“ghost” of Antigonish county, who 


stands charged with arson, assault, and 
cruelty to animals, tonight was assured 
of an opportunity to clear his name 
before a jury of scientists. 

William H.‘/Dennis, proprietor of the 
Halifax Herald, announced that George 
F. Sleggs, assistant professor of biol 
ogy at Dalhousie university, soon 
would leave for the haunted house 
which the spock is alleged to occupy 
near Caledonia mjls and that the Cana- 
dian investigator would be joined there 
by Dr. Walter -Franklin Prince, direc. 
tor of the American Institute for Sci- 
entific Research in New York. 


Going: to the Bottom of It. 


Mr. Dennis said he was determined 
to get at the hottom of the unex- 
plained fires and dying cattle that 
drove Alexander MacDonald and his 
wife from their farmhouse in midwin- 
ter. He appeared much impressed 
when one of his reporters and a detec- 
tive attached to the provincial police 
force recently returned ‘with reports 
that they had received spookish slaps 
while ghost hunting. 

‘The matter is not to be taken lightly, 
according to Mr. Dennis, who has 
drawn up a fresh indictment against 
the ghost—if ghost it be—charging 
him with not only ving driven the 
MacDonalds from their home but wiih 
having unhoused four other families in 
the same district in the last fifteen 
years.

Dr. Prince notified the Halifax Her- 
ald today that he was ready to live 
in the haunted house that has at- 
tracted the attention of thausands who 
have heard strange tales of how ghost- 
ly occurrences drove its inmates to 
fl@e in fear, 


hunts he has undertaken in recent 
years. He left the impression that 
the strange fires and tappings on walls, 
the rustling of ghostly shrouds in dark 
midnight bedrooms, the laying on of 
cold and clammy hands in the scary 
hours before dawn, and other dread- 
ful occurrences had been traced al- 
most invariably to some little boy or 
girl who played as if every night were 
Hallowe’en. 

Why “Ghosts” Cut Up. 

Scientifically the complex that moti- 
vates such conduct is called polter- 
geist, a word of German ancestry that 
means a mischievous spirit. Occasion- 
ally persons with dual or multiple 
personalities do such ghostly stunts, 
Dr. Prince said, purely by way of 
dramatizing experiences from which 
they are having reactions. 

Mind you, Dr. Prince did not say 
there “wasn’t a real live ghost in 
Antigonish, as has been avowed by 
many veracious and trustworthy peo- 


ple who found the haunted house too 


much for their nerve® But he did 


say it would be a new experience for 


him if he could not locate a normal 


leause for the carryings-on.

Unsafe to Cut Personnel 
Below 100,000. 


(BY A STAFF CORRPSPONDENT.} 
Washington, D. C., Feb. 25.—([Spe- 
claj.]—President Harding today warned 
jthe house naval affairs committee 
against scuttling the navy. 


Indications coming from the commit- 
tee in its consideration of naval! per- 
‘sonnel so alarmed the President that 
he sent for Repubfican members to 
talk matters over. 

The conference was held at the White 
House this morning and the President 
\frankly voiced his uneasiness over the 
announced determination of the ma- 
jority to reduce naval enlisted person- 
nel to 60,000 men. 

The President said that such a re- 
‘duction would cripple the navy and en- 
‘danger the national defense. Secretary 
, Denby,. in asking 90,000 men, had pre- 

sented what he thought would be the 

minimum requirement for adequate 
operation of the skeleton fleet left after 
reductions made in accordance with 
the naval limitation treaty. 


Favors 100,000 Minimum. 


The President is said to have im- 
pressed upon the members of the com- 
mittee the importance not only of pro- 
viding enough men to man the ships 
now, but the danger of reducing the 
authorized enlisted strength. He does 
not think it should be reduced below 
100,000. men, and believes that in ap- 
propriating for a smaller number, pro- 
vision should be made for increasing 
to the maximum strength on an emer- 
gency. Some of the members of the 
committee said that this suggestion 
undoubtedly would be heeded. 

Administration officials were im- 

pressed today with reports from Tokio 
that Japan, notwithstanding the naval 
limitation treaty, is not going to scuttle 
her navy. : 
{ Elaborate plans for the reorganiza- 
tion of the Japanese navy in con- 
formity with the naval agreement 
reached at the arms conference are 
being worked out by the Japanese min- 
istry of marine, the reports reaching 
here indicate. | 


Japanese Eight-Eight Program. 

The present Japanese eight-eight 
program, which was to have run until 
March 31, 1927, is expected to be 
altered in favor of an auxiliary pr® 
‘gram to be completed by April, 1927. 
This projected program would cut from 
tue present schedule two cruisers, 
thirteen destroyers, forty submarines 
and some special service ships. 

It is practically certain that under 
the new schedule Japan will build 
seventeen cruisers, forty-seven de- 
stroyers and a number of submarines, 
the exact figures for which are as yet 
undetermined, as well as a number of 
special service ships, all within the 
next five years. Under the old pro- 
gram, four cruisers of about 10,000 
tons each, fifteen light cruisers of the 
5,500 ton class, sixty destroys of the 
first and second class and an unknown 
number of submarines and several spe- 
| cial service vessels were to have been 

constructed.

She refrains from 
characterizing her child as a musical 
prodigy, but insists that she is pos- 
sessed of an unusual aptitude for 
music. 

“ Gloria is in perhaps the same cate- 
gory with Gwendolyn McCormack, 
daughter of John McCormack, and Eva 
Didur, daughter of Adams Didur, both 
of. whom have shown great talent for 
music,” Mrs. Caruso’said. 

“When Gloria was only 4 months 
old Enrico used to sing to her, softly, 
some of the quaint melodies of child- 
hood, including snatches of Neapolitan 
songs with which he himself was lulled 
to sleep when a baby. Gloria would 
kick her little legs with glee and cry 
for more. Her father used to say 
that musical training should begin 
with the cradle—that the boy or girl 
should be made to ‘feel’ music from 
infancy.” 

Other Prodigies Cited. 

Mrs. Caruso pointed out that Haydn 
studied at 5, Mozart played at 4, and 
wrote a concerto-at 6, and Beethoven 
began the study of music in his fifth 
year. \ 

Recalling that once in Mexico her 
husband had sung in “ Ballo in Mas- 
.chera” without having seen the writ- 
ten score for six years, Mrs. Caruso 
said. 

“Not long ago a woman friend, a 
pianist, called at our home and played 
the air of one of the songs Enrico used 
to sing to Gloria before his illness.

Ww n, D. C., Feb. 25.—[Spe- 
cial. }J—Attion of a subcommittee of the 
house ways and means committee in 
rejecting the sales tax as a means of 
financing soldiers’ bonus is approved 
in @ letter signed by thirty members of 
the house and sent today to Represen- 
tative Fordney of Michigan.

Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 25.—[Spe- 
eial.J—The latest clew to the murderer 
of William Desmond Taylor led today 
to San Francisco, and an actress. 

On the night of Feb. 1 this woman 
phoned to some one in San Francisco. 
saying: “I'm in trouble; come down 
and help me.” 

The woman is one of those who have 
been questioned about the slaying of 
Taylor. She declared she had heard 
of the slaying on Thursday morning 
after the body had been found. $ 

Yet her conversation of the night 
hefore would indicate that she did know 
about the murder; and furthermore 
that she feared she might be impli- 
cated. 

Open San Francisco Hunt. 

Detective Sergeant Cline was sent 
to San Francisco by District Attorney 
Woolwine to find the man who came 
to her aid, and question him. The 
actress in question is said to be the 
one who was enslaved by the narcotic 
peddlers of Hollywood and whom Tay- 
jor tried to protect. 

Tt is also stated that another woman 
is to be reéxamined. She knows all, 
or nearly all, the secrets in the double 
life of William Desmond Taylor, who 


was William “Pete” Cunningham 
Deane-Tanner. 
On Feb. 2 this woman sent a tele- 


gram to Taylor’s divorced wife, which 
said: 
*Pete Tanner fatally wounded; shot 
in the back of the neck. Great com- 
motion over his death in Los Angeles 
Will arrange for flowers. Wire me 
what I can do to help you.” | 

The woman was questioned a few 
days later, but was not publicly 
brought into the investigation until 
today. Her name is held secret. 

Jean Dubane, held at Winslow, Ariz., 
as a suspect, was reported escaped to- 
day and wandering through the desert 
ahead of a posse. The Arizona sheriff 
believed Dubane may be Edward F. 


Fields Admits He Lied. 


Detroit, Mich., Feb. 25.—Asserting he 
had previously given fictitious names 
in identifying the persons he claimed 
were implicated in the murder of Wil- 
lam Desmond Taylor, Harry M. Fields, 
held here awaiting sentence for for- 
gery, told authorities today he would 
furnish information that would clear 
up the crime if promised partial immu- 
nity by the California officials.

‘This book ts more than a book of history. It is the epie of the private man 
versus the tyrant, of the private thinker versus the bigot, af the thrifty, self- 
respecting, world serving manufacturer and his people versus the princelings, 
the diplomats, and the foreign offices—thise meddlere and mischief makers and 
graspers who, in 1555-1619 (the period of Motley‘s cycle), were, as in our time, 
running him and his artisans into wars, taxing him to despair, stopping his 
cargoes, drawing off his workmen, and ruining his markets. The lessons of 
the book are simple and they are ever exigent.

three, which unfold the rise of the Dutch republic. 

There does not exist in historical literature a more important book for the 
citizen—nor a more entertaining. 


Ite fame instantly overleaped the boundaries of the land which gave its 
author birth. That fame crossed the seas and took root in the land whose forever 
memorable struggle and story Moticy has made forever readable. The book was 
given to the world sixty-five yearsaga. To this day, ina continental railway car- 
riage, on a Rhine steamer, in the cafes of Antwerp or Rotterdam or The 


good graces and the civilities of a Dutchman, than whom there hardly exists a 
being more reticent—one might almost say more surly, but that surliness is 
superficial, 7 | 

From a Dutchman “The Rige of the Dutch Republic” evoked a comp!i- 
ment that is at once one of the subtiest and one of the most splendid recorded 
in the annals of literature. Calling to pay his respects to Motley in The 
Hague in 1858, Judge Elout de Soeterwonde, a man of letters and a member 
of the states general, presented himself to our countryman without explana- 
tion or apology. 

“Monsieur.” he said, “every Hollander has a right to your acquaintance.” 

The whole world of free men acclaimed the book. Tennyson said he ad- 
mired it more than any history he had ever read and had rarely been so much 
excited by any book. Prescott, who knew what he wea talking about when he 
praised the “ Dutch Republic,” for it crossed the field of his “ Philip Second,” 
wrote to Motley, “ Your portraiture of character is from a pencil that is dipped 
in the colors of the old masters,” and the king of Holland, William III., bow- 
wowing in upon Motley in the checked shirt, blue cutaway coat, and gray 
trousers which that hearty monarch affected, roared, “Mr. Motley, you have 
written a most magnificent work and I am proud to make your acquaintance!” 
The gentle queen cooed over him and put a villa at his disposal. Grim Felton 
of Harvard called the book “ permanent and precious,” and the great Guizot 
translated it into French, and th. Russians demanded it in their language, and 
the Germans in theirs, and the Dutch, of course, in theirs, , 
And yet, in 1856, when the English edition was going through the press in 
London—at the expense of Motley and his rich father—the young historian 
(then 42) said, “I shall be surprised if a hundred copies are sold at the end of 
a’year.” Fifteen thousand were. 


were various, so various that in most men they would have been incompatible 
one with the other. He was wit and delver, linguist and colorist, diplomat 
and unseeking patriot, man of the world, of courts, and of fashion, and man 
of high enthusiasms. He was the last of the grand seigneurs of historical 
composition and the first of the school of modern scientific historians whose 
passion is “the original documents.”

‘surpassed in brilliance, in importance, and in interest. We today, we citizens 


going daily about our affairs, are what we are, citizens and not vassals, by 
reason of what our forefathers wrought during those sixty-four years. Motley 
himself eaid “the history of the United Provinces is not at all a provincial 
history. It is the history of European liberty.” as : 
“ A most magnificent work,” the heir of Motley*s heroic William the Silent 
had said. The king, ke Autocrat Holmes, had chosen a right word. Magnifi- 
cence—in the literal sense of doing a great thing on a great scale was Motley’s 
supreme gift. He could not be pale or ineffectual, Take the swift-moving, 
colorful, high-keyed, yet intimate and marvelously detailed score of pages 
with which the first of. the three volumes of the “ Dutch Republic” draws to 
a close. Those pages relate the raging of the iconomachy of the “ six or seven 
summer days and nights” of the year 1566 which would have faught Spain 


enough to be quoted here. It is an essential part of the narrative, because it 
shows what treasures the image-breakers were to wreck their fury upon. It 
is a deacription of the Church of Our Lady in Antwerp, e« cathedral in which 
many an American freeman stood, under circumstances peculiarty eloquent 
and affecting, in the year 1918. If the passage seems o’er luxuriant, the nature 
of its subject should be considered. It is an attempt—successful, I think—to 
convey to the printed page the wild and splendid huxuriance, the caprices, the 
fantasticalities, the exultant fancies, the heavenly aspiration of the Gothio— 
that synonym for luxuriance. To so convey it wasa difficult thing. But Motley

Is It the Musicians? 
I firmly believe nothing is the 


‘matter with music itself, but a great 


deal is the matter with ![ts practition- 
ers, with musicians, with critics, and, 
through them, with what audiences 
there are. 

It is a great misfortune for the cause 
of music that here in America it should 
be regarded as uplift, as education. 
For music is, or should be, uplift only 
secondarily. Primarily it is entertain- 
ment in the same sense that books, 
paintings, sculptures, plays, and mov- 
ies are entertainment. Its uplift is a 
by-product, just as it is with books, 
paintings, sculptures, plays, and mov- 
les. 

As Este Janis’ doughboy comedian 
used to say, it’s all wrong. Music as 
at present practiced is designed to ap- 
peal to the few and not to the many. 
Music is put on programs more from 
the point of view of its involved struc- 
ture, its difficulty of performance, or 
any other element that may make it 
remote from ordinary understanding 
than from any other cause. There 
would seem to exist a curious logical 
twist to the effect that its artistic 
value varies directly with its remote- 
ness and inversely with the number 
of people who care to hear it. 

Hence certain epidemic outbreaks 
on recital programs, unending reitera- 
tions of Bach’s Chaconne, of Liszt’s 
B Miner Sonata, of songs in any lan- 
guage as long as the layman cannot 
understand them. While writing this 
I came by chance on a notice of a 
piano recital in New York, where the 
program—nothing but Beethoven— 
consisted of four sonatas and the 
thirty-two variations.

GOLF FOR PROFIT. 
PrSHERE is being formed in Chicago 
a golf club in which stock of the 
holding co ration is sold to the 
public as an investment—a busi- 
ness proposition which the promoters 
ttfink will earn liberal dividends. | 
Holders of stock will have n> advan- 
tages at the course—except perhaps 
the right to make reservations to play 
at a certain time —over the public, 
Which will be allowed the use of the 
course for a fixed greens fee. Club- 
house, lockers, and refreshments, ac- 
cording to the promoters, will be oper- 
ated on the same plan as at golf clubs. 
The commercial appeal of the plan is 
that the growing popularity of golf has 
developed a large class to whom the 
initial outlay of $100 and upward to 
join a golf club and the annual dues of 
$100 and upward are a barrier, even if 
all the leading fifty-three clubs in the 
Chicago territory did not already have 
long waiting lists. Many of this class, 
however, would prefer to pay a greens 
fee of $1 or $2 than endure the long 
waits at public courses. 

How can such a project make money 
if the regular golf clubs, with full mem- 
bership lists and regular annual dues. 
often run into deficits? one naturally 
asks. Sponsors for the new idea sav 
Statistics prove that not more than 30 
per cent of a country club’s revenue is 
spent for golf—that the balance is ab- 
sorbed by sc®ial activities. 

So far as we know, this plan of a 
stock company is new in this section of 
the countrs, although the Harlem 
links, owned by the Condon estate, has 
been operated profitably as a public 
course for @ number of years. 

The Wake will watch the Dixmoor 
experiment with interest. If it suc- 
ceeds we may expect many more semi- 
public golf clubs operated as commer- 
cial enterprises.

of Major League Records 


This nineteen year period is not se 
lected to Make Chicago’s showing the 
best possible, but solely because it cov- 
ers all the span of time during which 
the circuits of the major leagues have 
been composed .of the same teams. By 
going: back a couple of years and in- 
cluding 1901 and 1902, the showing of 
Chicago could be enhanced, but prior 
to the peace treaty of 1903 the cir- 
cuits were subject to change. 


In nineteen seasons the Cubs have 
won 1,658 games and the White Sox 
1,543, making a. combined total for 
Chicago of 3,201. In the same time 
the two New York teams have won 
3,146 games between them. The 
Giants lead both leagues with a grand 
total of 1,732 victories in nineteen 
years, but during part of that time the 
Yankees have occupied lowly positions 
and have acquired a grand total of 
only 1,414 triumphs, which leaves the 
Gotham total below the mark of Chi- 
cago. 

Philadelphia Ranks Third. 

Philadelphia still ranks third among 
the cities*represented in both leagues 
in spite of the sad showing the Athle. 
tics and Phillies have made in recent 
seasons. The composite record of the 
Philadelphia teams is 2,758 victories, 
which is just a little better than that 
of Boston’s two teams. The Red Sox 
have won 1,549 games and the Braves 
1,185. St. Louis trails everybody in 
the dual-league records with only 2,424 
victories and 3,263 defeats in nineteen 
years. 

Two one-league cities—Pittsburgh 
and Cleveland—rank third in the com. 
posite standing. And two other towns 
which have only one big league team 
apiece are fourth—Cincinnati and De- 
troit.

In boxing circles a good puncher is 
referred to as a “pitcher,” while the 
one who receives the wallops is termed 
an excellent “catcher.” “He held him 
up” is another term used when one 
boxer has another at his mercy and is 
saving his opponent from a knockout. 

In wrestling circles bouts are often 
referred to as being “on the up and 
up.” This means they are on the 
square and both men are out to win. 
“Shooting matches” mean practically 
the same thing. With a number of 
bouts oeing decided by the rounds sys- 
tem, the expression “The bell saved 
him” means that one grappler was 
about fo be pinned when the gong 
strucl: for the two minute rest be- 
tween sessions. 

“Riding him down ” is an expression 
heard around the horse polo field and 
the bicycle track. In horse polo when 
riders of different teams are after the 
ball one will invariably try to ride | 
the other down and away from the 
pall. In bike racing the term applies 
to a rider who comes from behind on 
the outside and forces other riders 
down on the pole. “ Riding him high ” 
jg another expression of the bike riders 
and applies to the pole man forcing a 
fast coming opponent to go to the top 
of the track, where he is forced to cut 
off his sprint. 


Tricks of Cycle Game. 


In this connection an incident hap- 
pened at the six day bicycle race held 
in Chicago recently which should be 
a lesson for every one connected with 
the bike game. It happened that a 
jam had started and half of the riders 
were down below having dinner. As 
one team was trying to gain a lap, the 
signal was given for other riders to 
come to the track. Like firemen an- 
swering a rm they swarmed up the 
stairs and started across the track. |

SERVES 


Strange Case of Man Who 
Just “Came to Life.” 


Los Angeles, Cal., Feb. 25.—([Spe- 
cial.}—Three wives, two children of his, 
a term in San Quentin, the world war 
and the eweep of events while three 
men have been president—all these 
coming in the interval between an ac 
cident to him in 1905, and his recovery 
of his former consciousness a few days 
ago in San Francisco, have no place in 
the now uppermost portion of the con- 
sciousness of Frederick R. Emery.

The last thing that he remembered, 
prior to being brought back to himself

And yet, during the seventeen years 
since that moment, he married three 
times. He was soon divorced by his 
first wife because of his peculiar ac- 
tions. With his second wife he lived 
for many years and had two children, 
although he finally dropped out of 
sight. — 

Coming to Los Angeles, he became 
an expert accountant for the old Los 
Angeles Investment company, and 
when it crashed he was convicted of 
embezzling and sent to San Quentin 
for two years. 

During the years in Los Angeles he 
married a third time, this wife subse- 
Meanwhile, after he 
had been released from prison, his fa- 
ther had died. Emery has not the 
slightest recollection of the fact that 
he attended his father’s funeral] and 
wept bitterly. . 

Likewise, he today fafled to recognize 
his mother, who was living in Pasadena 
at the time of his accident. Confront- 
ed with the gray haired woman today 
in the presence of Sheriff Traeger, he 
insisted that his mother was a much 
younger woman, and when shown a 
photograph of her as she was in 1905 
immediately declared that to be more 
like her. 

How Memory Returned. 

Emery came to consciousness in 
this way: He was walking along Mar- 
ket street, San Francisco, and, no- 
ticing many signs referring to that city, 
he asked a policeman: “Am I lost, or 
is this San Francisco?” 

He then went into a hotel, sat down, 
and tried to think. He could only 
recall the events of June 15, 1905. 
Finding $15 in his pocket, he rented 
aroom. Dizzy, he lay down on the 
bed, where he slept for eighteen hours. 

Toward noon of the second day he 
went to Union square. There he met 
a man who spoke to him. 3

have. The reports submitted to the ex- 
change are largely to give proof that 
the company is legitimately operated. The 
officers of the exchange do not make a 
personal examination, nor do they vouch 
for the company. The data required are 
not sufficient to enable them to make an 
analysis of the company. If it is a 
bona fide organization doing a legitimate 
business itis permitted to sell tts se 
curities on the exchange market, 

The investment banker, on the other 
hand, must have the most complete and 
accurate data concerning the company’s 
properties, business history, manage- 
ment, financial condition, etc., and must 
make a most thorough and comprehen- 
sive analysis of its affairs before he un- 
derwrites its securities—that is, if he 
expects to stay successfully in business. 
The exchange merely furnishes a market 


place, fixes fees that its members may

WHE “Tiger of France,” Clemen- 
ceau, one of the modern world's 
great men, intensely active at 80, 
. has been reported as being 4 
strict vegetarian. This diet, he bde- 
lieves, conforms to his principle ocr 
policy of letting his enemies grow old 
first or of saving his. body that he may 
keep his mind active and so be young 
to the end. Meat eating is wearing— 
“lots of work.” 5 
The celebrated sculptor, Prince Trou. 
betzkoy, has been a vegetarian of the 
most radica] sort, believing that “ war, 
divorce, murder, scandal] come from 
eating meat.” The list of evils in de- 
tail that he has accredited to a meat 
diet, for either man or beast, after 
practicing vegetarianism for sixtesn 
years, is long. He found himself in 
better health from partaking of vege- 
tables, bread, cereals, salads, nuts, and 
cheese, therefore we may call him, 
perhaps, a constitutional vegetarian. 
His experience indicated what diet 
best for him. a 
World Remains Unconvinced. 
The overwhelmingly list of facts 
about the supposed superiority of veg- 
etarian diet hus never convinced the 
world at large that a fleshless diet was 
best, but these facts are enormous!y 


entertaining and likewise canvincing io 
» who have a mind to try out this 

3 en, plus the ability to persist and 
inform themselves. 

One of the less well known fac‘s 
about vegetarianism is that Isaac Pit- 
man, whose invention has made in no 
small degree modern business possible, 
was a vegetarian and teetotaler for 
forty years. He also showed enormous 
but unsuccessful persistence in reform- 
ing English spelling. The English na- 
tion’s laughing man and fun poker, 
Mr. Punch—not always kindly—cari- 


-catured him and in various ways de- 


rided him. Many a man wilts and divs 
under contumely, but not thia vegeta- 
rian. Count one for his diet, then! 

By the way, Punch in 1879 and long 
after was constantly trying to tickle 
the risibilities of its readers by jibes at 
the vegetarians. In 1887 there were 
twenty-three vegetarian restaurants in 
London, seemingly patronized by every 
sect, but if we look hard at this fact we 
may discover that the need for econ- 
omy rather than the strength of 4 
principle may have accounted for this 
fact. 


It's hard to say how much influence 
the late war conditions had in making 
for a vegetarian diet, but in 1916 even 
the English house of commons had 
turned vegetarian. In many cities on 
the continent of Europe, including 
Paris and Berlin, vegetarianism was 
long and well éstablished before the 
war, and undoubtedly its attainments 
counted greatly in war time. | 

We are now nearing the forty days’ 
fast during which numbers of people 
taste no meat. A _ consideration of 
vegetarianism is therefore seasonable. 
Anybody can be a religious vegetarian 
—et least for the forty days of Lent. 
Certain religious sects practice vegetar- 
fanism the year around. Certain 
branches of other fundamental re- 
ligions do the same. I was told of 
a colony of priests in Iréland, men of 
brilliantly clear complexions and of 
the highest powers of endurance, who 
had never tasted

fluences in the world to make us all 
sweepingly vegetarian, could they be 
codrdinated. As for that, there have 
been enough religions in the world to 
make us all religious if—a long if. As 
it is now there are too many quailifi- 
eations to be grasped as regards 4 
fleshless diet for any but the superin- 
telligent or the superpurposeful to 
adopt it in a highly convincing way,

Will a completely vegetarian 
diet favor this? That undoubtedly de- 
pends on the intelligence, and much 
beside, of the vegetarian. If his diet 
is imperfect in balance according to 
certain modern scientific diets, it can- 
not do this. | 


Radicals and Reformers. 

The fact is that besides religious 
vegetarians we have many other sorts. 
There have been sentimental vegeta- 
rians—too often quite ignorant of what 


food really is and does—who have set! 


themselves apart with the “ holier than 
thou” atmosphere which has repelled 
us. oday there are many enforced 
vegetdrians—the doctor has prescribed 
a “light” diet. Men have been vege- 

‘tarians because they wanted to row ir 

a boat race, play football, walk some 
thousands of miles; swim and win a 
valuable silver cup, or win their way 
through college at the smallest ex- 
pense. 

_By some such experience men have be: 
come vegetarians for life, but not often 
convincing ones. 
that people who try a meatless diet as 
a curative thing would become vege- 
tarians, and under some 
they do. Of course, there is a flaw, in 
most cases, in the argument that what 
will put ‘you right will keep you so. 
but it is a pretty good argument after 
all, though there are complexities to 
face in trying it out. | 

The radical vegetarians are poor 
propagandists. A reasoning vegetarian. 
thoroughly acquainted with human 
chemistry and the chemistry of foods 
ought to be the best, but, unlike the 
radicais, he is usually an indifferent 
reformer. 

It is rather useless from the stand- 
point of securing permanent health 
and well being to become a vegetarian 
if you Know nothing of food values. 
It may be criminal if a whole family 
are concerned.in the experiment. 

Going to Uxtremes. 

Let us suppose some one starting 
out to be a vegetarian knows just 
enough to know that vegetable pro- 
tein is to be found in abundance in 
beans, and decrees that the family 
shall get this food element from this 
legume. But note, some digestions 
find it difficult to untangle the bean 
protein which the digestive juices 
might quickly get busy on: from the 
starch whith requires a longer time 
for its digestive course. For such 
it would take a long course of bean 
eating to become habituated to the 
diet, and, like the horse who learned 
to live on straw and died at that point, 
they suffer. oe ibs 

To some people vegetarianism means 
living largely on the watery vegeta- 
bles. ‘These have wonderful virtue as 
sources of vitamines, but most of 
them do not carry enough energy con- 
tent to keep a bird alive for a jiday. 
They provide wonderful bulk, which 
can hold its own as an excitant. to 
movement in the digestive canal, but 
if you get too much of that the re- 
ault is agonizing. The energy foods 
must be provided first, and last, and 
all the time, no matter whether it is 
a meat diet or one of vegetables we 
live on. 

Leaving Intelligence Out. 

The English “Cerealians,’. and 
others who have adopted their type of 
diet, Went to the other extreme. They 
lived on the food secds in the shape 
of products from wheat, barley, oats, 
etc., too exclusively. These are high 
ly concentrated foods. To live on 
them, almost entirely, good and highly 
necessary as they are, and to the ex- 
tent of about 60 per cent of the total 
Giet, is to invite disaster. They must 
be mixed with the bulky vegetable 
for more reasons than one. 

Then there have been the nut and 
Nuts and oils 
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give us the most highly concentrated 
food An intelligent vege- 
tarian may consume them in abun- 


dance. They mix well with the wa- 


tery vegetables. I have known a whole 
family, the notable asset of the heads 
of which was great physiological intel- 
ligence, and a family in which there 
were representatives of all ages, from 
babyhood to old age, in which oil alone 
was eaten on lettuce and other salad 
greens, while the diet was somewhat 
scanted on the fat making cereals, the 
energy supply of each individual being 
definitely provided for in the tripling 
calories of the denser oil. 
Green Split Pea Puree. 

Pick over and wash one cup of green 
split peas, add four. cups of water, one 
or two onions, one or two sliced car- 
rots, or you may use dried mint and 
other: herbs instead of the “ live ” and 
more vitaminic seasonings. Bring to 
boil and simmer three hours. Put 
through strainer. The product will di- 
vide into two parts. ‘Pour off the wa- 
tery pértion, which should jelly when 
cold, To the other part add a gener- 
ous portion of butter, stir rapidly, and 
dry over a hot fire. 

After that thin with hot milk for a 
soup or use. as you will. Use the 
thin .part with cream. and butter for 
a soup. The whole of this, as strained 
and then salted, will be astonishingly 
palatable without any butter and with 
but a little milk or none. The sum 
of the whole is a yield of protein, en- 
ergy, vitamine, and light bulk. The 
more butter added the more energy. ~ 

A vegetarian recipe, for which a 
request has been made recently, I 
called some years ago by the some- 
what fancy name of “ jewel box.” But- 
ter a pound bread tin or the small 
sample loaf tins for individual por- 
tions. (These tiny loaf “shapes” of 
aluminum are easily procurable now ) 


Put into the -tin a layer of finely 
seasoned mashed potato and then one 
of dry pea puree, which may be 

of fresh peas or of the split peas as 
described. Have ready some glazed 
carrots to garnish the shape or loaf 
when it is turned out of the pan. Make 
a border all around the top, letting 
the slices overlap, and in the case of 
the large loaf put one large slice in 
the middle with small ones tapering 
away on each side or as you please. 

Glazed Carrots. 

Wash, scrape, and slice enough car- 
rots to serve either as a garnish or 
as a vegetable. In cooking an ordinary 
bunch of new carrots use two table- 
spoons of butter, one of sugar, a level 
teaspoon of salt, and other seasonings 
to taste. An onion sliced or some 
green pepper may be used. Add water 
to cover, and cook gently. If there 
is any water in the pan when carrots 
are cooked turn up gas flame and let 
it cook away rapidly. Attend to it. 
This is an excellent garnish for meat, 
some fish dishes, and almost any of the 
greens. If properly cooked the car- 
rots are shiny bright. 

Eggplant with Garnish and Sauce. 

Peel, cut in slices, and these In small 
squares, one small eggplant, and put 
to cook in as small.an amount of water 
as possible—just enough to protect and 
start steam, since it is so watery. Use 
a covered kettle, preferably flat bot- 
tomed, over the least fire. 

For a sauce for this slice. one to- 
mato, one or two onions, and one green 
sweet pepper; cook in water to cover 
adding seasonings, including a little 
butter, to taste. Serve this at one 
side of a ch platter with the egg- 
plant in the ddie and some glazed 
carrots on the other. Plain butter the 
eggplant when serving it.

NEW YORK.—([Special Corre- 
spondence.]—-Last week I de- 
scribed what an average young 
man, conveniently supplied 
with ailiberal income, had in his ward- 
robe. All young men, however, are 


not 80 fortunately situated, and have 
not the cash to put, as he did, into a 
couple of suits and all the accessories. 
Still, the man with one suit can, 'f 
he uses care and thought, always look 
clean and neat and well groomed. 

In the first place, he must choose 
the one suit with forethought and 
good judgment. A cheap suit can be 
bought for about $20. Some men will 
buy two of these and think they do 
well. But such a suit does not have 
the wearing qualities of one costing 
more. Rather shoyjd the man put the 
$40, or whatever it is he would have 
spent on two sults, into a better suit, 
and get more wear and have finer look- 
ing stuff. Also he is more likely to get 
a suit with two pairs of trousers if 
he pays more. 

Two pairs of trousers make the one 
suit proposition a simpler affair. For 
one of the secrets of a well dressed 


and a complete absence of bagginess. 


sOne pair of trousers can always be 
hanging in the closet, freshly pressed. 
It costs about a quarter to have 
trousers pressed. Another reason for 
having a suit with two pairs of 
trousers is that a coat always outlives 
the trousers of suit. 

Here is a suggestion which, if 
faithfully adhered to, would add con- 
siderably to the span of the one suit’s 
life, but it entails going to a slight 
trouble. Every one must have an old 
pair of trousers left over from a 
decrepit and age ridden suit. There 
are about five hours between the time 
aman gets home from work and the 
time he goes to bed. In these hours 
the trousers to his business suit un- 
dergo much unnecessary wear. If he 
would change into the old pair imme- 
diately upon getting home, every eve- 
ning he does not go out, the saving 
would be ‘quite noticeable.

KEEP BOYS ON THE FARM. 

Availing myself of the opportunity 
given by your good paper to air my 
views on the question of “ What's 
Wrong With the Farm?” I wish to say 
it is my belief that our difficulty is 
the result of a combination of com- 
plexities born with the farm. These 
problems have lost only in small pro- 
portions since, and without the work- 
ing of a combination of miracles many 
more farmers in the: ediate future 
will find themselves t broke. 

Fundamentally the average farmer 
has either had no opportunity for edu- 
cation or has not availed himself of 
the opportunity he did have, and, with- 
out doubt, he is allowing his boys to 
follow on in the same rut. I have no 
reason to believe my community dif- 
fers in any great degree from any 
other farm community. Most of our 
boys struggle through the eighth grade: 
principally because they are obliged 
to do so, then they quit, and two years 
later practically all traces of this small 
education disappears from lack of use 
of it. ° 

Must Be Up to Minute. 

It is no doubt the belief of this 
average farmer and, more unfortunate- 
ly, of the boy himeelf that to be a dirt 
farmer he doesn’t need education. The 
result is and will continue to be that 
while the rest of the world is forging 
ahead, he is:oing backward. Perhaps 
to be a dirt farmer he doesn’t need 
much, but to cope with the most profit- 
able marketing of his products he has 
to be everything that any up-to-minute 
business man must be; unless he de- 
sires to leave these matters to others, 
and normally he doesn’t so desire. 

He has tried every method offered 
him for marketing; in many cases he 
has been stung and in most cases it’s 
a sure thing he will be stung if he 
takes any chances for better prices 
by allowing his products to leave the 
farm on any kind of a consignment

Gun Shy About Codéperation. 

Naturally we, as a class, are fearful, 
skeptica), and suspicious, and there is 
no denying the fact we have a right to 
be.

ae There will always be a 
tendency for the acid to cut under the 
edge of your vax lines. The remedy 
for this is to gently heat the metal 
from time to time up to the melting 
point, of wax, not enough to smear 
the design but just enough to cause 


the wax to spread down the etched 
edges. 


ould you wish to fill the etched 
with green this will be 
easy to do. After the etching is done, 
hang the metal in the vapors of nitric 
acid for a few days. When taken out 
the etched parts will be filled with ver- 
digris. Melt the wax off in boiling 


water, and you will have an interesting 
and attractive object. . 


electroscope. Bring the charged lid 
near the electroscope. If you have 
made them properly the leaves inside 
the jar will fly apart, as though they 
feared each other. Withdraw the lid 
and the leaves at once collapse. Some- 
thing on the plate is evidently acting 
across an intervening gap of air to 
excite something on the knob to make 
the leaves diverge. 

When you rubbed the rubber sheet 
with wool you excited it with negative 
electricity, and set up a charged field 
about it. When you brought the neu- 
tral lid near, the negative electricity 
reached across the air to the positive 
electricity normally present on the 
metal, and seized it fast. At the same 
time it repelled the negative electricity, 
and urged it to leave. 


When your finger touched the lid you | 


offered the negative charge a path to 
the earth, and it at once accepted, leav- 
ing the positive on the lid alone. Then, 
when you removed your finger the 
path was broken and it could not re- 
turn. When you took the lid away 
from the rubber you freed the bound- 
up charge, and it assumed the shape 
of free positive electricity. 
approached the knob of the electro- 
scope, the same act was repeated. The 
positive charge reached over to the 
negative on the ball and drove the 
ball’s positive charge down into the 
leaves, where the repellent power of 
likes caused them to diverge. 


You can put a charge on the elec- 
troscope if you wish; and in that case 
the leaves will remain diverged. A 
place where static electricity is stored 
is called a condenser. The lid and 
knob acted like a condenser when the 
lid induced a change in the electro- 

You can make a good condenser out 
of a thin fruit jar. Coat the outside 
with tinfoil about halfway up, and fill 
it with salty water to the same height 
inside. Let a wire or chain be fas- 
tened to the.metallic cap one end 
touching the water. You can put as 
many charges as you wish upon the 
cap, and each one will induce an equal 
charge upon the tinfoil outside.

A Home Made Microscope. 


Vorticelli are set about like beauti- 
ful crystal vases on long waving stems.

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Auto Owners Lose 


Huge Sum Through 


Market Deflation 


Rebuilt Motors, Stabil- 
ized Used Car Prices 
Advised. 


BY J. L. JENKINS. 


REE BILLION DOLLARS have 
“evaporated” from the pockets 

of the American owners operat- 

ing some 10,000,000 motor ‘vehi- 
cles registered in the country, accord- 
ing to busy statisticlans of the auto- 
mobile industry, whose midnight oil 
consumption these days adds to the 
national fuel problem. They estimate 
that this “paper”. loss has already 
been sustained this year by the motor- 
ing public as a result of the price re- 
duction campaign which in the last 
twelve months has cut all manu- 
facturers’ sales lists to bedrock and 


has permanently etabilized the new | 


car market. 

The ‘startling estimate on deflated 
values of cars now in operation is 
based on an‘average shrinkage of $300 
in the resale value of used cars. The 
theoretical estimate is conservative 
because some of the makers have cut 
as high as $1,000 in the price of their 
new cars, and a like cut has, of course, 
been made in the trade-in or resale 
value of used models. Thus the 
drastic price cuts, welcomed with 
open arms by motorists generally, 
have in reality brought a huge loss 
to most car owners, particularly the 
1,500,000 whose vehicles have now 
come to the sixth, and final, year of 
their usefulness. 


Further figures ain the flying pen- 
ells of the “dopesters” show that in one 
type of car which a year ago sol in the 
$2,000 class and brings, on the aver- 
age, around $825 today, the deprecia- 
tion due to cut prices, has been about 
11 cents per mile for a 10,000 mile run. 
Estimating 6 cents per mile for operat- 
ing costs, insurance, repairs, and sup- 
plies, the motor transportation tariff 
during the year has reached an awe 
inspiring figure. Manufacturers and 
dealers have already taken their read- 
justment losses. Now the owner, en- 
tering into the market with his used 
car, is standing on the debit side. | 

Industrial leaders have hit upon two 
practical plans to aid in solving this 
used car problem, a white elephant 
which is tramping alike on factory, 
salesroom, and private garage. 

The first is proposed national agree- 
ments among dealers of various motor 
cars as to the honest trade-in and re- 
sale values of used models which come 
to them daily. These agreements, it is 
pointed out, can be made basic. They 
can be made to protect the owner who 
is in the market for a new car and to 
protect the dealer and manufacturer 
against disastrous, “ cut throat” com- 
petition in the market, and they can 
bring the used car market down to the 
comparatively stabilized basis which 
the new car has already 
reached. 

The other is a simple remedy— 
“keep the good car running.” 

Both dealers and manufacturers ad- 
mit that the used car market has 
been glutted wtih derelicts of the 
ependthrift period. In those after war 
days, they declare, easy money bought 
automobiles that were turned out of 
factories by the tumbling dozens,
